PARIS, Feb, 7.—Maud -Gunne, the “Irish 
Joan of Arc,’’ will be received in the Cath- 
olic Church at the private convent of the 
Carmelites at La Val next week. 
During the present month, this caremony 
will be followed by her marriage to Maj. 
John McBride, the leader of the Irish bri- 
gade in the Boer war. 
It would be difficult to discover a more 
picturesguely romanitic figure than Maud 
Gonne. A commanding female Viking, 
beatiful, strong, impressive in her repose 
and inspiring in her every movement, she 
was predestined to do battle. 
To the burning faith of the apostle and 
the serene mysticism of the martyr she 
allies all the shrewdness of the Celt, all 
the dstermined stubborn aggressiveness of, 
perhaps, some ignored Anglo-Saxon fore- 
father whom she would angrily disown. 
But withal she has a great heart. With 
all the refined instincts that make her 
house in Paris such a luxurious comfort- 
able haven, with an education that makes 
her delight in rich clothes, revel in gor- 
geous display and enjoy the company of 
subtle Parisian poets and artists, she does

Rev. Mr. Jarett says that after he had 
left his congregation at the request of a 
majority of its members he went to Kan- 
sas City, where he became pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, but he had only 
preached one sermon when he got orders 
to return to St. Louis. 

Upon arriving here, he declares, he was 
to'd the coal and furniture in the church 
were not his, and when he tried to take 
possession .of the coal. Thursday evening 
he was arrested. 

Saturduy morning Judge “Dantel 0’ Con- 
nell Tracy fined him $10 for trespassing 
and $10 for resisting an officer. 

Upon being asked to explain his predica- 
ment,. Rev. Jarett borrowed a cigar and 
said that he had been pastor of the Mt.

Dr. Reitz will sail for South Africa on 
Feb. 18, by which time all the arrange: 
ments for transferring the Boers to this 
country will have been completed. 


MAJ. MELLON'S FUNERAL HELD 


Prominent Confederate Veteran, Phy- 
sician and Scientist, Died at Age 


of Eighty-Three. 


The funeral of Maj. John 8S. Mellon took 
place Saturday trom Alexander's under- 
taking rooms, 2945 Olive street. The in- 
terment will be at Hannibal, Mo. 

Maj. Mellon was 8 years of age. The 
son of a rich Virginia planter, he crossed 
the pleins to California in 1848 and made 
a fortune. He engaged in banking in 
California and later in Louisiana, Mo. 
When the war broke out he became com- 
missary-general of the army of the Mis- 


sissippi under Gen. Beauregard. His rank 
was major. 
The first society of Confederate vet- 


erans in St. Louls was organized by Maj. 
Mellon, who for along time wags its com- 
mander. The erection of the Confederate 
Home at Higginsville, Mo., was  ac- 
complished largely through his efforts. He 
was a physician and a scientist. His iIl- 
ness lasted eight months.

Janitors, Window Washers, Coal 
Teamsters and Elevator Start- 
ers Help Strikers in Fight 
for More Pay.

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—Hundreds of persons 
went puffing up the stairways of 14 down- 
town office buildings because 50 union ele- 
vator conductors went on strike to compel 


ognize their organization and treat with 
them in the matter of a wage scale, hours 


Clare are important to them in their pursuit 
of happiness. ' 

The strikers are reinforced by the jani- 
tors, window washers, elevator starters and? 
coal teamsters. With this sympathetic 
movement they expect to carry their point. 
The coal supply was shut off from all | 
these buildings, union teamsters refusing 
to haul to employers that oppose workers 
in their fight for collective recognition. 

Some of the buildings were compelled to 
rely on natural gas for heat and power. 

“You'll have to walk upstairs this morn- 
ing, gente."’

Thie is the message that greeted the ten- 
ants of the 15 office buildings. 

“Blankety blank those labor unions,”’ ex- 
claimed the men.

The office boys yelled with glee and start- 
ed on a rush for the roof. 

Fat men stood puffing in the corridors of 
the skyscrapers, thinking of heart discase 
and overexertion. 

‘‘Not for me,” said one prosperous-look- 
ing citizen, who entered the Manhattan 
building. 815 Dearborn street. “I can «#f- 
fcrd to take a holiday.” 

“I'm gol over to get my lunch and 

tuke it up with me,” said a broker, and he 
wes followed by a small crowd who 
thought the plan a good one. 
A stream of persons could be geen round- 
ing the corridors of the Manhattan, by 
looking up the elevator shafts. After get- 
ting up two or three flights the climbers 
would pause for breath. \ 

‘‘This is worse than mountain climbing,”’ 
gasped one of the coal barons who has of- 
fices in the building. 

A reserve force of 35 men is being held 
at the Central police station. Lieut. Col- 
ling .said that in case of an emergency 
arising out of the strike trouble as many 
ey men would be available on short no- 
tice. 

“IT am not expecting any trouble from the 
striking elevator starters and conductors,” 
said Lieut. Collins, “but it is better to be 
on the safe side.’’ 

Charles L. Fieldstack, business agent of 
the Office Building Janitors’ Union, who 
was assisting in picketing, said: ‘‘We have 
tried to get a settlement of our wage scale 
with the building owners for the last four 
months, but they refused to treat with us. 
The janitors are only asking 852.50 a month 
and the elevator men $55, with the nine- 
hour day, time and a half for overwork 
and double pay for Sundays and holidays.”’

MONTREAL, Feb. 7.~—The employes of 
the Montreal street railway at a meeting 
today refused to ratify the terms agreed 
on by their committee and President For- 
get of the railway company, for a settle- 
ment of the strike which began Thursday 
night. 

President Forget met a committee of the 
strikers last night at the request of Mayor 


‘‘ochran. After some discussion, President 
Iorget announced that the company was 
ready to grant the men an advance of 1! 
yer cent, recognize the union and reinstate 
men recently discharged unless their dis- 
missal had been for just cause. 

The committee seemed well satisfied with 
the terms and it was generaily believed 
that the end of the strike was in sight. 
A meeting of the employes was called at 
10:30 a. m., to ratify the terms of settle- 
ment. 

It soon became apparent that a majority 
of the men would be satisfied with nothing 
short of a complete capitulation on the 
part of the rajlway company. Speeches 
were made urging the men to refuse the 
terms unless they included certain articles 
of the men’s demands, which required an 
increase in the working force of the com- 
pany and provided’ that no suspensions 
whatever were to be made permanent.

LOST $1,000,000 IN A YEAR 


Millionaire Hostetter Gambled That 
Sum Away During Last Year 
of His Life.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Theodore R. Hos- 
tetter, millionaire, who at the age of 32, 
died in a sanitarium in August lat, left a 
check book which shows that during the 
final year of his life he lost $636,000 at 
gambling in this city. 

It is stated by Hostetter’s friends that 
in addition to the sums indicated by the 
checks he also lost thousands of dollars in 
cash. -His passion for gambling it Is es- 
timated, cost him at least $1,000,000 during 
the last 12 months of his life. 

Young Hostetter had a charming wife 
and two little chidren who were at Narra- 
gansett Pier the day he died. His fascina- 
tion for gambling was in part responsible 
for domestic troubles and it Is alleged that 
on one occasion his wife left their yacht 
in disgust because so much of the time 
1 jof her husband and his companions was 
I |devoted to gambling. The Hostetter for- 
tune was made from a patent medicine 
compounded by Dr. Jacob Hostetter, 
grandfather of the dead man.

~ BEST OF ALLIES 


The Powers Are Throwing 
Bricks at Each Other and 
Diplomats Are Jangled. 


|AMERICAN EASILY BEAT 
THE BRITISH NEGOTIATOR. 


Now the Venezuelan Controversy Will 
Likely Go to The Hague, but the 
Blockade May Go On for 
Some Time, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A sad mess has 
been made of thé Venezuelean affair and 
Minister Bowen is happy. He has got the 
powers throwing bricks at each other. The 
British ambassador has tangled things s0 
that no one can predict the final outcome 
of the cross-purposes at which all of the 
negotiators seem to be working. Whether 
or not it will be possible to reconcile the 
factions, none can say. It may be all a 
shrewd move by England to continue the 
blockade indefinitely. 

Sir Michael Herbert Aailed utterly in his 
attempt to undermine Mr. Bowen and 
placed himself in a position that is most 
embarrassing to him and his government, 
He tried his hand at the “Shirt sleeves” 
diplomacy of which he had accused Mr, 
Bowen and failed at it. 

After it was known that the President 
had reftised to umpire the preferential 
treatment clause of the squabble as re- 
quested by the allies, Sir Michael sent for 
Mr. Bowen. He explained that he could 
not go to Mr. Bowen as he had been con- 
fined to the embassy for two or three days 


it. So Mr. Bowen went to him. 


Sir Michael greeted him like a long-lost 
friend and casually inquired if he had 
seen the foolish stories in the newspapers 
that he (Herbert) had broken off negotia- 
tions with him and gone over his head to 
the President. Mr. Bowen thought he no- 
ticed something of this sort. 


“Just Talk of 
the Newspapers.’’ 
“There is nothing in it at all,” pro- 


tested Ambassador Herbert. ‘It’s all news- 
paper talk. hy, we are the best of 
friends."’ 

‘I’m glad to hear it,”’ said Mr. Bowen. 

After this assurance Sir Michael confided 
to his friend, Mr. Bowen, that it was with 
the most friendly motives that he had taken 
to the President the little question in 
which they could not agree, in the hope of 
expediting a settlement. 

Mr. Bowen said he knew all about it, 
though that was his first intimation from 
the allies to the new course. 
Sir Michael said he was ready to continue 
the negotiations where they had been in- 
terrupted by his illness. Mr. Bowen 
signines his pleasure and went home. 

ust at the door he asked Sir Michael 
if he was sure he told the G rep- 
resentatives of the arrangement that had 
been made some days ago for the payment 
to England of a cash sum when an agree- 
ment on terms was reached. Sir Michael 
}said he was sure. That will cause another 
muddle, because the Germans asgert that 
wher pay oS Seeeenee. 

t is strongly suspected that the Presi- 
dent did not decide to reject the roposals 
ot the allies until Mr. Bowen tnd 
to him that Venezuela would prefer that he 
take no hand in the affair. The President, 
of course, could not act without the ap- 
proval of Venezuela and his official decision 
compels the allies to revert to the proposal 
made by Mr. Bowen several days ago, that 
they refer to the Hague the points on 
which they cannot agree. They are now 
fixuring on how to do it. 

The present tangle would never have been 
brought about had not England been really 
desirious of peace, or had all parties to 
ine negotiations been as frank as Mr. 

owen. 


What Led 
to the Row. 
Ambuesador Herbert told Mr. Bowen sev- 


eral days ago that the claims for which 
England demanded payment on the ai 
ing of a protocol, amounted to £6600, 
Bowen sald he would pay them. Sir i- 
chael said that as the foreign office had 
direcied the eee. of ae allies 
t> keep each other informed of a new 
developmenta, he would tell his c ile ues 
of this arran pave Mr. Bowen giltagues 
weg right an ipposed Germany and Italy 
had been s0 in deonahe untll a few day 
azo, when he accidentally learned that they.

Bowen and Sir Michael shook hands and 
Bir Michael said the incident was closed. 
Probably it would have been closed had 
not Baron Sternburg and the Italian am- 
bassador discovered that Sir Michael had 
forgotten to tell them of Mr.

In partial compliance with Ambassador 
Herbert's plea, he was told by the foreign 
office that he cou'd ask President which 
velt to decide the one point on wh 
the allies were unable to agree with 
bowen. 
It {s currently reported that the foreign 
office made some rather severe comments 
n the muddle. 
Both Baron Sternburge and Sig. Mayor 
des Planchesa, the Itatan ambassador 
have worked in perfect harmony wi r. 
Rowen. Publicly they are standi with 
Sir Michael Herbert in his request that 
arbitrate the one t
